The 
C.A.P. members have sought ah 
agreement with city officials for 
use of the flight strip proper, 
but the city has declined any 
such cooperation until the whole 
matter is settled.

It has been understood from 
the start that once the City 
of Torrance takes over control 
of the whole field, the opera­ 
tions of the Civil Ah- Patrol 
will be a welcomed facility on 
the field.
The Lomita business men who 

are backing financially the C. 
A.P. purported lease, are said 
to have guaranteed some $6,000 
in back rental to the govern­ 
ment plus approximately $1,050 
a month for one year and $1,400 
a month for the balance of five 
years..
